MORE than 600 suspected stolen 
car parts have been discovered fol¬ 
lowing reports of related thefts at 
two Maidstone hospitals. 

The stash of catalytic converters - believed 
to be worth £120,000 - was found at a rural 
property in Yelsted, Detling. 

Officers from Kent Police and the 
Environment Agency swooped on the site in 
an early morning raid on Friday, June 4. 

A 37-year-old man arrested on suspicion of 
handling stolen goods has been bailed until 
Tuesday, July 6. Twelve pallets each contain¬ 
ing between 60 to 100 of the suspected stolen 
engine parts have been confiscated. 

Thieves target catalytic converters as they 
contain a valuable platinum component with¬ 
in, which they can sell on to scrap metal mer¬ 
chants. 

The discovery comes less than a week after 
Yourmaidstone reported that a number of cat¬ 
alytic converters were stolen from emergency 
vehicles parked at Maidstone Hospital and 
Preston Hall, in Aylesford. 

The thefts left hospital staff unable to help 
transport cancer sufferers for treatment. 

Police have been unable to confirm if the sus¬ 
pected stolen converters are linked to the 
series of thefts at the hospitals. 

A force spokesman said it would be difficult 
to make the connection as catalytic converters 
are not marked. Police said they will continue 
to crackdown on this type of crime in the 
Maidstone area. 

The Detling raid will be followed by a num-

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Award-winning 
classic game a 
hit with birds

TROPICAL birds living at 
a historic castle have 
learnt to pass the time by 
playing a classic game 
from the 1960s. 

Rare Toco Toucans, kept at Leeds 
Castle’s aviary, have mastered the 
skills of Bird KerPlunk - an award¬ 
winning version designed especially 
for them. 

In the human version of the 
game, players draw sticks out a 
plastic tube and try not to let any of 
the marbles inside fall through. 

But in the adapted version, the 
birds are encouraged to pull out the 
straws to let their favourite fruit fall 
out. 

The bird-friendly game was devel¬ 
oped by Mairee Vincent, from the 
castle’s aviary team, to help the 
colourful Toucans keep active and 
entertained in a confined space. 

Ms Vincent said: “The Toucan 
KerPlunk provides an activity for the 
birds which maintain an active 
lifestyle and also provides enrich¬ 
ment to the environment they live in. 

“The device requires the birds to 
solve a problem. They need to work 
out how to remove the chopsticks 
from the suspended tube in order 
for their favourite fruit to fall to the 
floor, whereupon they can eat it.” 

The specially designed version of 
the game has proved popular with 
top animal experts from across the 
world at the Regional Environment 
Enrichment Conference. 

The event, held at Marwell Zoo, is 
an opportunity to learn and discuss 
issues related to improving life for 
captive creatures. 

Ms Vincent presented her Toucan 
KerPlunk to the panel and was 
delighted when they voted it the Best

Environmental Enrichment Device. 

Curator of birds at Leeds Castle, 
Laura Gardner, was oveijoyed with 
the achievement. 

She said: “People worry about 
caged birds, which is why we work 
to make their environment as real 
as possible. 

“To win this award shows how seri¬ 
ously we take environmental enrich¬ 
ment at Leeds Castle, making the 
best of the birds’ living conditions. 

“This stimulation improves the 
welfare of the bird and encourages 
natural behaviour.” 

A video of the playful Toucans 
enjoying their game can be seen on 
YouTube. The rare birds, which are 
commonly found in south America, 
are one of more than 100 species of 
exotic and recognised feathered ani¬ 
mals at the Maidstone-based cas¬ 
tle’s aviary. 

The specialist team at the family- 
attraction are actively involved in 
the breeding and preservation of 
many threatened species and is one 
of only two zoos to be breeding Toco 
Toucans in the UK. 

The aviary opens at 10am daily. 


Teen bailed afterman 
is stabbed to death 

A TEENAGER has been arrested in 
Maidstone on suspicion of murder. 

The 18-year-old girl, of no fixed 
address, was caught in the town by 
officers from Essex Police in connec¬ 
tion with the death of Daniel Thomas. 

Thomas, 59, was found dead with 
multiple stab wounds at a flat in 
Damley Road, Grays, at 4.30pm on 
Sunday, May 16. A spokesman for 
Essex Police said detectives are 
“unclear” if the injuries were self- 
inflicted or caused by another person. 

Officers discovered Thomas’ body 
after neighbours complained of a 
smell. It is believed he may have been 
dead in his home for several weeks. 

The female suspect was arrested in 
the town on Thursday, May 27. 

She has been released on bail. 

Where you witness 
to egg throwing? 

THREE men have been arrested 
after what police have described as a 
“drive-by egg-throwing” incident. 

The eggs were thrown at pedestri¬ 
ans in Maidstone and Rochester in 
the early hours of Friday morning. 

A 33-year-old man reported eggs 
being thrown from a blue Ford Focus, 
with a loud exhaust driving along 
Rocky Hill. 

Town centre CCTV picked up a 
vehicle matching this description 
and tracked it until officers could 
safely stop the vehicle, in which an 
empty egg box was found. 

A 19-year-old and two 20-year-old 
men were arrested. The trio have been 
bailed. Anyone with information can 
contact police on 01622 604170 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111. 

Body found in river 
still has no identity 

AN investigation has been launched 
after a body was found in the River 
Medway. 

Police said they are looking into the 
death but do not think it is suspicious 
at this stage. 

A rower discovered the body in the 
water near East Farleigh, south of 
Maidstone, at 8.30am on Saturday. 

The deceased is now being exam¬ 
ined by a forensic pathologist and a 
post mortem was due to be carried 
out yesterday. 

At the time of writing, there has 
been no formal identification.

VILLAGERS have revealed plans 
to build a memorial in memory of 
much-loved councillor Lord Sandy 
Bruce-Lockhart. 

Members of Headcom parish council are 
spearheading the proposal for a tribute to be 
built in the village - almost two years after 
Lord Bruce-Lockhart tragically died from can¬ 
cer. 

Council chairman Tim Thomas, who was a 
good friend of the late former Kent County 
Council leader, said the tribute needs to be one 
that lasts. 

“The memorial should be long-standing and 
in a place where everyone can see it. 

“I knew Sandy very well and he was a true 
villager who gave endless support to the com¬ 
munity. He was a man that ought to be hon¬ 
oured.” 

Mr Thomas said the parish council members 
have considered the possibility of planting an

Oak tree on the village green. 

He added: “The council has committed to pro¬ 
viding a tribute, a tree with feet has been sug¬ 
gested, but we need to discuss the idea with our 
open spaces group and Sandy’s wife Tess, who 
am I sure will be delighted with the plans for a 
memorial.” 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart was diagnosed with 


cancer in late 2007 and died aged 66 in August 
2008. 

He had previously lived in Zimbabwe and 
Australia before moving to a house just outside 
Headcom in the 1960s. 

The father-of-three became a county council¬ 
lor for Maidstone Rural East in 1989 after win¬ 
ning the support of residents by protesting 
against the route of the Channel Tunnel Link. 

He went on to become the Conservative 
leader of KCC from 1997 and 2005. 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart was knighted in the 
New Year’s Honours List in 2002, and when he 
was made a peer in 2007 he was given the title 
of Baron Bruce-Lockhart, of The Weald in the 
County of Kent. 

He was also appointed chairman of English 
Heritage shortly before he was diagnosed with 
cancer, but despite his illness he continued to 
fulfil his role. 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart’s Tory successor for the 
Maidstone Rural East seat at KCC, Jenny 
Whittle, has also welcomed the idea for a 
memorial. 

She said: “I am delighted that Headcom 
Parish Council is seeking to create a perma¬ 
nent memorial to one of the most extraordinary 
figures in local government. 

“I would be very pleased to support this effort 
to provide a lasting legacy to celebrate Sandy’s 
achievements in championing the interests of 
the residents of Kent at every opportunity and 
at the highest levels of government.” 

The parish council plan to discuss ideas for a 
memorial at tonight’s meeting (Wednesday, 
June 9), from 8.15pm at Headcom Village Hall. 

Residents are welcome to attend and make 
suggestions.

-ber of similar joint agency opera¬ 
tions. 

Detective Chief Inspector Isobel 
Gibson, of Maidstone police, said: 
“This warrant marks a significant 
step in our bid to crack down on the 
theft of catalytic converters. 

“This will be followed up by fur¬ 
ther work in distributing 
SmartWater kits to rural business¬ 
es. This will allow companies to 
mark their vehicles so that if cat¬ 
alytic converters are stolen and 
recovered they can be reunited 
with their rightful owners. 

“Criminals need to be aware that 
forensic marking has a 100 per cent 
conviction rate with an irrefutable 
link to the scene of a crime. 

“Already where similar trials of 
the substance are being used they 
are having excellent results. 

The solution remains on skin and 
hair for weeks and on clothing 
indefinitely, no matter how hard 
offenders try to scrub it off. 

“Every offender arrested and 
brought into Maidstone custody 
suite will be automatically 
screened when they are booked in. 
This measure will also act as a 
powerful deterrent to those looking 
to steal catalytic converters, as if 
they are caught with SmartWater 
on them it will link them directly 
back to the scene of the crime.” 


Illegal drivers were 
caught on the spot 


LAW-BREAKING motorists have 
been fined more than £1,000 during 
a police spot check. 

A total of 21 drivers were caught 
driving illegally at four Maidstone 
town centre hot spots - Mote Park, 
St Faith’s Street, London Road and 
Sandling Road. 

Seven motorists were fined £60 
and given three points on their 
licence for speeding offences, six 
drivers were slapped with a £60 
penalty for not wearing seatbelts 
and six others were fined £30 for 
driving in bus lanes.

Urban neighbourhood team ser¬ 
geant Andy Miller said he hopes the 
operation, held on Thursday, June 3, 
will deter other drivers from break¬ 
ing the law.

‘We will continue to stage opera¬ 
tions like this to assist in reducing 
the number of people who are killed 
or seriously injured on the road, by 
enforcement and education. 

“This operation was highly suc¬ 
cessful, as it hit home the message

Garland lobbies 
minister on KIG 
intervention 


Benefit fraudster caught 
out over eBay earnings

THE leader of Maidstone council 
has written to a top government 
chief in the hope that plans to 
build a giant depot in the area 
will be scrapped. 

Conservative borough councillor Chris 
Garland sent a letter to Eric Pickles MP, the 
Secretary of State for Communities and 
Local Government, to explain Maidstone’s 
position on the controversial Kent 
International Gateway proposal. 

The application to build a 278-acre road-to- 
rail interchange on countryside just off the 
M20 at Junction 7, was referred to 
Government for a final decision before the 
General Election. 

Cllr Garland wrote: “I appreciate that you 
will have many pressing and important 
issues before but I hope that you will consid¬ 
er my representations about one which is 
extremely important to Maidstone people. 

“I refer to the Kent International Gateway 
application for road and rail service ware¬ 
housing. 

“The council has identified significant and 
compelling planning policy grounds for 
refusal. 

“There is no evidence or justification to 
support KIG on this site or anywhere else in 
Maidstone. 

“I urge you to give this your very serious 
consideration and dismiss this appeal. 

“If you were to allow it, it would have such 
a very detrimental effect on this beautiful 
part of our country, with negligible benefit. 
This is not the right location for this use.” 

Specialist surgical 
facility to open 

A NEW private hospital offering patients 
specialist procedures currently unavail¬ 
able in the county is being planned by 150 
top doctors. 

The Kent Institute of Medicine and 
Surgery, is expected to cost £80m of pri¬ 
vate investors’ money and will specialise 
in heart, lung and brain surgery. 


In the letter, sent on 
Tuesday, May 25, Cllr 
Garland tells Mr Pickles 
that the council provid¬ 
ed significant evidence 
during a long inquiry 
into the plans, which 
suggested the road-to- 
rail interchange should 
be rejected. 

The inspector who led 
the intense inquiry, 
which was held in 
October of last year, sub¬ 
mitted his report to the 
Secretary of State’s 
office on April 1. 

Cllr Garland also sent 
copies of the letter to 
Greg Clark, MP for 
Tunbridge Wells, who 
was recently announced 
as Minister for 
Decentralisation - based 
in Mr Pickles’ office. 

Maidstone and Weald MP Helen Grant and 
Faversham and mid Kent MP Hugh 
Robertson - who have both voiced their oppo¬ 
sition for the plans - will also receive a copy. 

KIG was referred to Government after the 
applicant, backed by AXA, successfully 
bypassed the council on the grounds its plan¬ 
ning committee took too long to reach a 
decision. 

The council was still required to rule on the 
plans and its opinion would have been con¬ 
sidered in the inspector’s report. 

Councillors were joined at the inquiry by a 
number of opposition groups, including Stop 
KIG, Campaign to Protect Rural England 
and the Joint Parishes Group. 


At the moment, patients needing these 
procedures have to go out of the county. 

According to Maidstone Borough 
Council, the facility, to be based on land 
opposite Newnham Court, just off Junction 
seven of the M20, will also be one of the top 
teaching hospitals for cardiac surgery. 

A council spokeswoman said: “It will pro¬ 
vide private and NHS care and is support¬ 
ed by surgeons from all over the world.” 

The state-of-the-art facility, which is not 
intended to replace NHS hospitals, would 
employ some 120 clinicians. 

It will be the first private hospital built 
for 20 years in Kent.

earnings. 

Boulton was sentenced to complete 150 
hours unpaid work within 12 months and to 
pay costs of £400. 

Stephen McGinnes, head of revenues and 
benefits at the council, said: “Whilst those 
committing fraud represent a small minority 
of those receiving benefit, the council is 
determined to identify the cheats who abuse 
the system and bring them to justice.”

Biters fined in 

polce action 
to minimize 
fatal crashes

DEVOTED parents of a young girl who 
sadly died are planning to pay tribute to 
her memory with a charity fun day. 

Carole and Alan Brown, from 
Maidstone, lost their daughter Charlotte 
just 29 hours after she was bom with 
Edwards Syndrome - a severe chromo¬ 
some abnormality. 

After their newborn’s death, Mr and 
Mrs Brown received support from three 
charities, which they now want to help 
raise funds for by hosting the event. 

Mrs Brown said: “All three charities 
helped us enormously and we want to 
help raise funds so that they can contin¬ 
ue to support people in what may be very 
difficult times. 

“We were determined to organise a day 
that was filled with fun and laughter as 
a tribute to our precious little girl.” 

One of the charities that helped was 
the Fire Fighters Charity. 

Mrs Brown is a senior fire control room 
operator at Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service and Mr Brown is a watch man¬ 
ager at Strood Fire Station. 

It is their close links to the emergency 
service that led them to choose the play¬ 
ing fields adjacent to KFRS headquar¬ 
ters on Straw Mill Hill, Tovil, as the site 
for their family fun day. 

The event will be held at 12pm on 
Saturday, June 12, and will include a 
host of attractions for children and 
adults to enjoy. 

Charlotte was born at St Thomas’ 
Hospital with a congenital heart defect 
and died at Richard House hospice. 

Richard House and St Thomas’ are the 
two other charities the loving parents 
hope to raise a large amount of funds for 
at the free event. 


THREE speeding bikers were fined 
during a one-day police operation to 
reduce the number of fatal crashes 
in the area. 

The motorcyclists were among 40 riders to be 
stopped on the A20 in Maidstone on Sunday, 
May 30. 

Each received a £60 fine and three points on 
their licence. 

Two other bikers were found to have under¬ 
sized number plates and told to rectify the 
problem. 

The operation was held in a bid to raise 
awareness of the potentially deadly conse¬ 
quences of speeding through Maidstone. 

A biker was killed on the M20 just ten days 
before the campaign took place and three days 


later a man was seriously injured after his bike 
smashed into a barrier on the A249. 

Maidstone traffic co-ordinator PC Warren 
Jarvis said: “The main aim of this operation 
was to intervene with motorcyclists, as they are 
especially vulnerable, making up just one per 
cent of road-users, yet are involved in 19 per 
cent of fatal crashes nationally. 

Danger 

‘With the weather becoming more conducive 
to riding, and in light of recent motorcycle- 
related fatalities, we wanted to send a tough 
message about the danger of vehicle defects 
and speeding. 

“However, many of the riders we stopped also 
signed up for the Bikesafe scheme and free 
assessment rides with the east Kent advanced 
motorcyclists, which will hopefully increase 
their safety on Maidstone’s roads.” 

The operation follows several motorbike- 
related crashes in Maidstone in recent weeks. 


Father-of-three Darren Saunders was fatally 
injured when his bike collided with a bus stop 
at 1.25pm on the Tonbridge Road on Saturday, 
March 27. 

On Thursday, May 20, a male biker, who was 
in his 40s, died when his Honda CBR collided 
with a blue Jaguar S-Type car near Junction 5, 
for Aylesford, on the M20, at 5.30am. 

A male suspect from Kent has been charged 
with causing death by dangerous driving in 
connection with the crash. 

Another male biker was seriously injured on 
Wednesday, June 2, when he crashed into a bar¬ 
rier at the roundabout which joins the A249 
Detling Hill with the M20. 

Further afield, Mark Codner, 39, from 
Maidstone, died in a crash on the Isle of Man on 
Sunday, May 23. 

Despite the string of Maidstone-related inci¬ 
dents, motorbike accidents dropped by four per 
cent in the UK between 2009 and 2008, accord¬ 
ing to the Department of Transport.

A MAIDSTONE-based business man 
officially broke a Guinness World Record 
when he sprinted through the London 
marathon finish line dressed as a tiger. 

Kevin Robins, head 
of client services at 
web management 
company G Forces, in 
Bearsted, completed 
the famous course 
in three hours and 
30 minutes. 

The 33-year-old’s 
speedy time beat the 
previous record for 
fastest completion of 
a 26-mile marathon 
in a costume, set 
by an ostrich-suite 
competitor, by 12 
minutes. 

As well as win¬ 
ning a world record, 

Mr Robins, who is from Sevenoaks, also 
raised more than £1,000 for a 
NeuroMuscular Centre. 

GForces commercial director Tim Smith 
said the whole company is extremely 
pleased for their colleague. 

He said: “Running the London marathon 
is a daunting proposition in its own right, 
but to do it while wearing a giant foam tiger 
head is some achievement. 

“The ultimate goal was to raise some 
money for a very good cause - Kevin did 
everyone proud on that front. 

“I am sure we will see him breaking his 
own record next year.” 

The London Marathon was held on April 
25, and saw more than 36,000 runners com¬ 
plete the challenge - a record amount of 
entrants.

A LONG-running campaign to force 
foreign lorry drivers to pay for the 
privilege of using Kent’s roads may 
have moved a giant step closer. 

Prime Minister David Cameron and his 
coalition Government have promised to intro¬ 
duce a system of HGV road-user charges to 
ensure a “fairer arrangement” for UK hauliers. 

Although no definite plans have been 
unveiled, haulage firms and County Hall offi¬ 
cials have welcomed the news. 

It is Hoped foreign lorry drivers will have to 
pay to use roads, following years of lobbying by 
the county’s politicians. 

Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul Carter 
said: ‘We’ve been lobbying for this for a long 
time and I’m delighted to see some light at the 
end of the tunnel. We need to start charging 
foreign lorry drivers to use our roads. 

“They fill up their tanks cheaply in 
Luxembourg, drive on our roads and wear them 
out. We don’t see any road duty paid by them.” 

Thousands of overseas lorry drivers travel 
through Kent every year to and from the 
Channel Tunnel and Port of Dover. 

In March, a committee of MPs called for 
closer regulation of foreign hauliers, claiming 
they pay less for fuel, drive unsafe vehicles 
and flout road safety laws. 


Overseas drivers caught speeding on the 
county’s cameras have also been able to avoid 
paying hefty fines. 

Haulage firms in Kent are celebrating plans 
to bring in fairer arrangements, with ideas 
about what the Government could do. 

Chris Kennett, general manager of Coombe 
Valley Transport Ltd, in Dover, said he thinks 
all hauliers should pay to use the roads, but 
British drivers should get a rebate on fuel. 

He said: “If you go to France, Belgium or 
Germany you have to pay to use their roads. 


They don’t have to pay a penny to come here. 

“In Germany as soon as you cross the border 
you are on their system and they make sure 
you pay. For us to go to Munich it costs £300 in 
road tolls. If all hauliers paid to use the roads 
and then UK hauliers got the money back in a 
fuel rebate that would be a good system.” 

A spokeswoman from the Department of 
Transport said they are working towards a 
fairer system. 

“Details of how a scheme could operate and 
the timescale are being considered,” she said.

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Anger aft gay 
MPouted in

A GAY rights group has condemned 
former cabinet minister David Laws’ 
secrecy over his sexuality claiming it 
has set the movement back. 

Campaigners from Pride in Canterbury 
also pointed out the discrepancy between 
the shamed Chief Secretary of the 
Treasury’s fear of coming out and the Lib 
Dem policy on lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender (LGBT) rights. 

In its manifesto, the party pledged to 
increase LGBT representation in Parliament, 
where before the election only two per cent of 
MPs were openly gay. 

Andrew Brettel, from Pride in Canterbury, 
said Mr Laws’ actions showed the gay commu¬ 
nity still had a long way to go to achieve true 
equality. 

“It should be easy to be openly gay in 
Government, given that before the election 
the three main parties seemed keen to 
show how committed they were to LGBT and 
other diversity issues,” he said. 

In a statement, Mr Laws, MP for Yeovil in 
Somerset since 2001, apologised for his 
actions, after it was revealed he had used tax¬ 
payers’ money to pay more than £40,000 in 
rent to his long-term partner James Lundie. 

In 2006, rules were changed at Westminster 
to stop payments to partners, but Mr Laws - 
who unsuccessfully contested the Folkestone

“He had to stand down. If you put yourself 
in public office you have to face the conse¬ 
quence of your actions.

Despite the revelations, colleagues including 
Prime Minister David Cameron and his 
deputy Nick Clegg paid tribute to Mr Laws. 

Mr Carroll, who suffered his third successive 
election defeat when he took on Tory Helen 
Grant for the Maidstone and The Weald seat 
on May 6, said he understood why. 

“I think there is a sense of compassion in 
most people and they can see he has gone 
through a real personal trauma,” he said. 

“It’s a matter of honour and he did the right 
thing by stepping down.” 

But while some are forgiving of Mr Laws’ 
actions, the gay community are calling on him 
to make amends by making LGBT issues his 
primary task in Parliament should he contin¬ 
ue as a politician. 

Mr Lammas said: “Until we stop the situa¬ 
tion where people like David Laws stay in the 
closet for no good reason, people in the rest of 
the UK are going to continue to do so.”

Under pressure 
teachers are too 
sick for school 

STRESSED teachers are taking thousands 
of days off work each year as the target 
culture in schools takes its toll. 

Figures obtained through a Freedom of 
Information request revealed that in 2008, 
primary and secondary teachers working for 
Kent County Council took a total of 61,941 
days off sick. 

The previous year showed a similar figure 
of more than 60,000 days. 

Figures for last year were not available at 
the time of the request, but numbers were 
expected to be around the same. 

Statistics showed that of the 13,500 
teachers working in KCC-run schools were 
absent for an average of almost one working 
week each, per year. 

This is in addition to the three months 
annual paid leave teachers receive. 

Medway council was unable to provide KOS 
Media with the number of days lost in its area, 
but revealed in 2008-09,1,692 teachers were 
off sick, 65 off without authorisation. 

In 2009-10,1,328 teachers took sick days. 

Supply teachers cost up to £200 a day, 
meaning millions of pounds of public money 
is spent each year on cover. 

Cllr Gary Cooke, deputy cabinet member 
for children, defended the absentee figures 
by stating that Kent schools outperform 
private sector companies. 

He said: “Teachers have a phenomenally 
difficult job to do but on average the latest 
figures show less than five days sick per 
annum per teacher. This is lower than the 
current average of more than six sick days a 
year taken by workers at private companies.” 

Pressured 

A spokesman from Teacher Support 
Network, a group of independent charities 
offering help to teachers, said the circum¬ 
stances under which they work are incredi¬ 
bly pressured. 

“Through our contact we know the stress 
and other common mental health problems 
such as anxiety and depression are wide¬ 
spread in the profession and they have a 
negative impact on teacher health,” he said. 

“Pressures including increased workload, 
bullying and financial concerns all contribute 
to undermining their health and well-being. 

“Their work is subjected to more scrutiny 
than almost any other profession, through 
inspections and league tables. 

“The work they do is constantly assessed 
and unfairly criticised and teachers are 
increasingly held accountable for issues that 
would traditionally be considered the 
responsibility of the parents.” 

Nationally, 313,000 teachers were off sick 
in 2008 - more than half of the workforce. 

In 2009, this figure dropped to 309,000, 
but the total number of working days lost 
was 2,695,000. 

Across the UK, the average number of days 
off sick for all teachers was just under five - 
the same as Kent - but for those who actual¬ 
ly took time off, the average was eight days. 

PC is charged with 
wasting police time 

A POLICE officer has been charged with 
wasting police time. 

The charges against Frances Croucher, 27, 
of Maidstone, relate to an investigation into 
a report of an assault in Swanley in January. 

PC Croucher claimed she was attacked 
during the routine search of a van which had 
a missing rear number plate. 

She was taken to hospital and later dis¬ 
charged. 

Croucher was released on bail last week to 
appear before magistrates in Sevenoaks on 
June 28. 

She is currently suspended from duty.

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A2 Neanderthal 
finds could now 
change history

A NEW discovery suggests 
Neanderthal man made his home 
in Kent much earlier than previ¬ 
ously thought. 

It was always known that Neanderthals 
had lived in Britain then retreated to main¬ 
land Europe during the ice age 200,000 
years ago, but a fresh find of flints shows 
they came back much earlier than previous¬ 
ly thought. 

Neanderthal man lived in Europe for 
260,000 years. Scientists had believed the 
ancestors of modem man arrived in Britain 
about 65,000 years ago. 

But this find means they may have to 
revise their time frame. 

The flints are waste flakes from the manu¬ 
facture of unknown tools probably used to 
cut up animals for food. 

A University of Southampton archaeolo¬ 
gist and Oxford Archaeology spotted evi¬ 
dence that Neanderthals were living in 
Britain at the start of the last ice age. 

Commissioned by Oxford Archaeology, the 
university’s Dr Francis Wenban-Smith dis¬ 
covered two ancient flint handtools at the 
junction of the M25 and the A2. 

They were found during a Highways 
Agency excavation, and mean Dartford 
could have been founded by the 
Neanderthals. 

Tests on sediment burying the flints show 
they date from around 110,000 years ago, 
proving Neanderthals were living in Britain 
at this time. 

Until now, it was believed Kent and all of 
the UK was an empty wilderness after the 
Ice Age forced everyone south 200,000 years 
ago, with Neanderthals not returning until 
65,000 years ago. 

Dr Wenban-Smith said: “I couldn’t believe 
my eyes when I received the test results. 

‘We know Neanderthals inhabited north¬ 
ern France at this time, but this new evi-

dence suggests that as soon as sea levels 
dropped, and a ‘land bridge’ appeared across 
the Channel, they made the journey by foot 
to Kent.” 

Oxford Archaeology project manager 
David Score said: “The fieldwork uncovered 
a significant amount of activity at the 
Dartford site in the Bronze Age and Roman 
periods. 

“It is deeper trenches which have yielded 
the most interesting results - shedding light 
on a long period when there was assumed to 
have been an absence of early man from 
Britain.” 

One theory is that Neanderthals may have 
been attracted back to Kent by the flint-rich 
chalk downs visible from France. These sup¬ 
ported mammoth, rhino, horse and deer - 
an important food source in sub-Arctic 
conditions. 

Dr Wenban-Smith added: “These are peo¬ 
ple who had no real shelter - no houses, not 
even caves, so we can only speculate that by 
the time they returned, they had developed 
physiologically to cope with the cold, as well 
as behavioural strategies such as planning 
winter stores and making good use of fire.” 

Dr Wenban-Smith said more evidence is 
needed to date their occupations accurately. 

Other results from the project include the 
discovery of a woolly rhino tooth in the flood- 
plain gravels of the River Darent, dated at 
around 40,000 years old. 


Kent and Essex forces join 


A GROUNDBREAKING new plan will see 
Kent and Essex police officers working 
together in one crime-fighting unit. 

The Serious Crime Directorate will tackle 
big-league offenders including armed rob¬ 
bery gangs and drug smugglers from its base 
in Ebbsfleet. 

A total of 1,100 officers and support staff 
make up the new elite force which will have 
its own intelligence network, surveillance 
teams and forensics experts. 

In charge is Kent Assistant Chief 
Constable Alan Pughsley, who is convinced 
he will forge a formidable unit. 

“This is a groundbreaking initiative when 
it comes to UK policing.” 

The purpose of the new organisation is to 
tackle the most serious criminal offenders. 

Mr Pughsley said: “The advantage we will 
have is that we will be able to commit more 
resources to investigations.” 

Essex was chosen to partner Kent in the 


new initiative because of 
the problems faced by 
both forces. 

“One problem is crimi¬ 
nals who are coming out 
of London and committing 
offences elsewhere, so we 
have ensured that the 
Metropolitan Police Force 
will be working with us.” 

Officers from the new 
unit are already operating

but not at the joint level. It is expected to be 
fully operational in April 2012 but police say 
many parts will be in action before that date. 

Police say the new unit will not cost any¬ 
thing to put into action as the resources are 
already there. 

But this plan will see the first formal large- 
scale tie up between the county forces. 

“This is a way forward for policing in this 
country,” said Mr Pughsley.

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Hopes of Crossrail 
link under threat 
from £5bn in cuts

BUDGET cuts at the Department 
for Transport could hamper the 
chances of the £16 billion Crossrail 
project being extended into Kent. 

Last week transport minister Theresa 
Villiers warned she was looking for “value for 
money” in the scheme, prompting fears that 
several proposed stations may be scrapped. 

Current plans for the new 74-mile network 
see it running from Maidenhead in Berkshire 
to Abbey Wood in London, and Shenfield in 
Essex, with stops throughout the capital 
including at Heathrow. 

Kent County Council and former Labour MP 
for Dartford Howard Stoate were hopeful the 
project could also be extended into the north of 
the county, but this now appears less likely 
given that stations included in the original 
plan - including Maidenhead and Abbey Wood 
- are now under threat amid reports of the 
Government seeking a £5bn saving. 

Despite the proposed cuts, Dr Stoate’s Tory 
successor Gareth Johnson said he was not 
giving up on the dream just yet. 

He said: “I would deeply love to see Crossrail 


extended right to Ebbsfleet, but it’s going to 
come down to costings quite frankly because 
we’ve got to sort out the financial deficit. 

“There are lots of negotiations going on at 
the moment and the finer details of the 
operation are still being worked on. 

Gridlock 

“I’d be surprised if there was an 
announcement soon that Crossrail will be 
extended into north Kent, but we hope it’s still 


a medium-term goal and it’s something we 
will continue to pursue.” 

Crossrail is the UK’s biggest transport 
project since the Channel Tunnel, with the 
first trains due to run on the line by 2017. 

The scheme is included in KCC’s “growth 
without gridlock” transport strategy, which 
states the authority is “keen to see the route 
extended to Gravesend with good interchange 
at Ebbsfleet International”. 

However, Cllr Nick Chard - cabinet member 


for environment, highways and waste - declined 
to comment on speculation about the project. 

Former transport secretary Geoff Hoon 
raised the possibility of Crossrail reaching 
Kent when he accepted an invitation from Dr 
Stoate to visit Dartford in March last year. 

He said at the time: “Howard has pressed me 
hard on the question of Crossrail and the 
extension to Ebbsfleet. We have preserved the 
route and made it a possibility, and I’m 
certainly not ruling it out.” 


Family to sue negligent hospital over young mother's death 


A WIDOWER whose wife died when 
a hospital’s treatment of her fell 
woefully below what would be 
expected is taking legal action. 

Donna Maben, 33, died from 
septicaemia at the William Harvey 
Hospital, near her home in Ashford. 

An inquest was highly critical of 
her treatment and care, and now 
husband Ian has instructed lawyers 
to fight for compensation. 

Solicitor Sarah Harman said she 


cannot talk about the case, but 
confirmed the litigation. 

She said: “The family are taking 
legal action. The Trust has admitted 
liability and we are negotiating.” 

Asked when the case would be going 
into court, she said: “When you are 
negotiating you are not quite sure.” 

Donna died on May 11, 2009. 

The mum had been admitted to 
hospital on April 21 suffering from 
abdominal pains and yet was 


discharged just three days later. 

She collapsed in agony two weeks 
later and was finally given surgery 
on a twisted bowl that had gone 
gangrenous. But by then it was too 
late for her. 

The coroner was horrified at the 
circumstances of the death. 

Rachel Redman said delays in 
operating and confusion over her 
treatment led to her death and she 
wrote to Stuart Bain, the chief 


executive of East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Foundation Trust, 
with her concerns. 

Her distraught husband Ian said: 
“They [the hospital] just weren’t 
giving her the treatment you’d 
expect. Simple things - a lack of 
fluids - even me, not being medically 
trained, know that if you're taking 
in two litres of fluid and three litres 
of fluid are going out that's not a 
good thing.” 


When the damning verdict was 
announced Steven Pompeus, of East 
Kent Hospitals NHS Trust, said: 
“The trust would like to take this 
opportunity to apologise unres¬ 
ervedly for Donna’s death. 

“The Trust fully accepts the 
verdict of the coroner and would like 
to reassure the public that changes 
have already been implemented to 
ensure the same tragic outcome 
does not happen again.”

ASK someone about Jersey 
and you may not always get 
a straightforward answer, 
such is its place in both his¬ 
tory and geography. 

The largest of the Channel 
Islands, it is closest to Britain in 
terms of culture and politics but is 
virtually on the doorstep of France, 
with much of its vocabulary derived 
from the Norman tongue. 

What was once the centre of many 
battles between the two now repre¬ 
sents the best of each country’s mer¬ 
its, ranging from sandy beaches to 
outdoor activities and great eateries. 

A comfortable flight time of about 
an hour from Lydd airport, the 
healthier, sunnier climate is notice¬ 
able as soon as you land, thanks to 
the nearby Gulf Stream. 

My first port of call was St 
Brelades Bay on the south side, only 
a few minutes’ drive from the air¬ 
port yet wonderfully secluded. 

After a tasty, healthy lunch of crab 
risotto overlooking the beach, a 
quick walk around the picturesque 
church and Fisherman’s Chapel 
gives a sense of the history that per¬ 
vades this small island. 

I had a particular family interest 
in this as my great-grandfather was 
a sail-maker who hailed from Jersey. 

On closer inspection, I found a 
Nicholas Alexandre inscribed as one 
of the former rectors of the church, 
dating from the 16th Century. 

There is plenty of choice for thrill- 
seekers, from sand-yachting to 
kayaking, and the daredevil in me 
went for the abseiling. 

Instructor John Fox, who runs 
Jersey Adventures, was friendly and 
helpful, showing me how to handle 
the ropes as I gradually made my 
way down the side of one of the

many old German war forts dotted 
around the coast. 

The picture-postcard setting of 
Corbiere lighthouse greets you as 
you make your way round the south¬ 
western tip to St Ouen’s Bay.

In the administrative centre of St 
Helier, the Victorian and fish mar¬ 
kets offer a chance to savour some of 
today’s island living, together with 
numerous shops and cafes leading to 
and from the Royal Square. 

An exhibition on the life of 
Marilyn Monroe is on display at the 
Jersey Museum until September, 
while other highlights include a 
19th-century merchant’s house. 

The four-star Hotel de France in 
St Helier has excellent spa facilities, 
and two restaurants - the contem¬ 
porary Cafe Aroma and the fine 
Indian cuisine at Saffrons. 

With so much on offer and to 
explore, Jersey is a welcome break 
in a climate free from the hassle of 
Continental travel but with the sun¬ 
shine associated with going abroad.

It’s much better to expect the worst and then 
be pleasantly surprised when life unexpected¬ 
ly deals us a half-decent hand. 

Always drink from a glass half empty 
because if you venture nothing then you lose 
nothing. Of course, you end up with nothing 
too. 

Jim Field Smith’s effervescent romantic 
comedy strikes a chord, centring on a lovable 
airport security guard, whose low self-esteem 
almost wrecks the best relationship he might 
ever have. 

We’ve all done it - extinguished the embers 
of potential romance before they have even 
smoldered because the girl or guy we like is 
simply too good looking, funny or smart to be 
interested. 

In She’s Out Of My League, Kirk Kettner 
(Jay Baruchel) is cruelly dumped by his girl¬ 
friend Mamie. 

To mb salt into the wounds, his parents have 
adopted Mamie like a surrogate daughter so 
she is always around the house with her new 
boyfriend in tow. 

Kirk desperately wants to win her back but 
best friend Stainer strongly counsels against 
it, having always loathed Mamie. 

Somehow, Kirk ends up on a date with Molly 
(Alice Eve), a beautiful passenger who passes 
through his security gate at Pittsburgh air¬ 
port. 

She seems keen, much to the bemuse¬ 
ment of Kirk’s jealous buddies, Stainer and 
Jack, who rate their man as a five maybe 
six on the eligibility scale and Molly a per¬ 
fect 10. 


“If someone really loves you, then you’re a 
10,” argues fellow security guard Devon, a 
hopeless romantic who is obsessed with 
Disney animated films. 

Molly’s sardonic friend Patty also feels that 
Kirk doesn’t meet the grade and tries to poison 
Molly’s ear, to no avail. 

As Kirk and Molly grow closer, he takes her 
home to meet his loved ones. 

“Twenty minutes with your family and she’ll 


file for a restraining order,” guffaws Stainer. 
Perhaps. 

She’s Out Of My League is a predictable yet 
hugely enjoyable genre piece that relies on our 
natural empathy for Bamchel’s nice guy as he 
wrestles with myriad insecurities and derision 
from the people who should be bolstering his 
self-confidence. 

His performance anchors the picture and 
Eve is an adorable object for Kirk’s affections,

proving every bit as vulnerable and insecure 
as her suitor.

MAIDSTONE United boss Peter 
Nott is hoping to announce the sign¬ 
ing of two central defenders this 
week following the departure of 
influential captain Peter Hawkins. 

The defender, who played a pivotal role for 
the Stones as they avoided relegation last sea¬ 
son, joined Ryman Premier rivals Tonbridge 
Angels last week, leaving Nott in need of 
defensive reinforcements. 

The Stones manager, who thought Hawkins 
would stay at the club for next season, is 
disappointed to lose his captain but has 
already held encouraging talks with potential 
replacements. 

Nott said: ‘We’re disappointed and frustrat¬ 
ed that Peter has decided to leave and he will 
be a big loss for us. 

With the reduced budget we are working 
with this season, it was always going to be hard 
to retain players like Peter. We had held talks 
with him and thought he would be staying. 

“However, it has freed up a bit of the budget 
and we are speaking to two centre-halves and 
hoping to make an announcement this week.” 

After completing the signings of midfield 
duo Colin Richmond and Simon Pettit last 
week, Nott has added to his strike force with 


the signing of Welling United’s Adam Marsh. 
The forward joins the Stones on a dual regis¬ 
tration basis with parent club Welling. 

Nott said: “Adam is a young prospect and 
scored three goals in four Kent Senior Cup 
games for Welling last year.” 

It is understood Marsh will not be the only 
striker to arrive at Homelands this summer as 
Nott is hopeful of making additions to a for¬ 
ward line that struggled to make an impact 
last term. Three Ryman League strikers will 


be among the trialists taking part in pre-sea- 
son friendlies, hoping to earn a deal at the 
club. Transfer-listed forward Danny Hockton 
has attracted interest from a couple of clubs 
but remains with the Stones for now. 

Nott also confirmed the majority of last sea¬ 
son’s squad have decided to stay at Maidstone 
for next season. 

He said: We’re only waiting to hear from a 
couple of players and should be making an 
announcement soon.”

We’ve seen some fantastic squash all the 
way through the qualifying tournament and 
it’s just gone up a notch with every round. 

‘We’ve already started plans for next year 
with a fund-raising committee looking at 
sponsorship to make sure this becomes a 
major annual event, so we can carry on bring¬ 
ing the world’s best players to the Kent Open.”

Reeves on podium 
in Isle of Man TT 

TIM Reeves is in action at the Isle of Man 
TT this afternoon looking to improve on the 
third place he claimed in Saturday’s first 
sidecar race.
